The celebration of the tw entieth an* 
niversay of the Ladies Musical© of 
this city y esterday could 
not have 
come at a more tim ely season, a season 
that would be more fitting and appro­ 
priate, for being on the eve of Yule 
tide the spirit of festivity was mani 
fegted on every hand, and mark ed one 
of the most brilliant 
and pleasant 
affairs held in the city in many moons. 
The old Pugh homestead, winch has 
been the scene of many social func­ 
tions, was an ideal place to celebrate the 
anniversary . 
The great broad hall­ 
way , w ith the staircase in the rear, 
the large spacious rooms and the high 
ceilings of the home, now occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. R. J. Wilson, was in 
k eeping w ith the 
large and happy 
crowd, and this back ground, supple­ 
mented w ith the festive crowd, from 
the beautiful y oung girls attired fit­ 
tingly in white, budding into woman­ 
hood, to the old matrons, old in y ears, 
b at y oung in spirits, and still posses­ 
sing a sense for the beautiful and sub­ 
lime ; and 
the traveling 
minstrels, 
who furnished 
the program —to one 
who had not entered into the spirit of 
the affair, it seemed for the world as 
if htey had stepped into one of Dick ­ 
ens’ chapters of an old English cele­ 
bration. 
Music truly hath charms, for the 
entire assemblage was most charm ing­ 
ly in good humor. 
Sedate and con­ 
servative old ladies indulged in bon 
mots and bits of clever repartee. 
For

To the faithful and 
assiduous 
discharge 
of the duties, 
she applied a w illing heart, a clear 
m ind and 
a devoted 
love for the 
cause. 
And mnch praise is due her 
for the ] phenomenal 
success of the 
society . 
A great deal of criticism , and shak ­ 
ing of heads was indulged in by the 
opposite sex. 
One of the husbands 
said after attending the first quarterly 
m eeting which was held in G am ine’s 
restaurant, that> ather than go again 
he wonldfprefer being in his “ robe de 
cham bre,” and have cold water pump- 
ed^on himjon a real cold night. 
May ­ 
be he did get tired and may be he was 
sleepy , for there were 21 numbers and 
an elaborate lnnch after it was get­ 
ting toward 
the “ wee sm a’ hours” 
before we went home. 
B ut it was the 
first “ Open M eeting” of the Musicale 
and r we afterw ard learned to shorten 
the programs and serve.lighter refresh­ 
ments. 
This did not daunt the ardor of the 
ladies, for the Musicale has lived, and 
today we are celebrating our tw entieth 
anniversary . 
Lik e every thing else, 
the Musicale has had its 
ups and 
downs, but it has never been financial­ 
ly embarrassed, nor failed in its pro­ 
grams. 
Other Musicales in neighbor­ 
ing cities have been organized since 
the Rushville 
Musical© 
and 
have 
ceased to¿be after a few y ears, owing 
to mismanagement and lack of enthu­ 
siasm. 
Some y ears after organization, the 
y oung ladies were adm itted and the 
name changed to the Ladies Musicale. 
This gave new life to our enterprise, 
and soon we outgrew the homes of our 
members, and a new place of meeting 
was decided upon. 
Mrs. Kate W il­ 
son’s parlors were secured, and for 
two y ears they served as the meeting 
place. 
A number of ladies wished to join 
us who .did 
not care to be active 
members, so our associate membership 
was added. 
We then outgrew Mrs. 
W ilson’s 
parlors, and 
the 
Sunday 
school room of the C hristian church 
was used for two y ears. 
Since then, 
we have met in the asembly room of 
the court house. 
It was suggested by some that we 
show ‘ our colors.”

The Musicale has done some chari­ 
table work . 
A concertjwas given for 
the Ladies Aid Society of the Presby ­ 
terian church, which netted for them 
a nice sum.

While the governorship of a great 
commonwealth lik e this is not to he 
“ sneezed a t,” still 
Watson 
would 
probably mak e a mistak e in aspiring 
or allowing his friends to pnt him in 
the chair for nine chances out of ten 
it would mean “ political 'shelving. ” 
A fter it was all over he would be ob­ 
liged to step aside for other aspirants, 
and his 
career be at 
a close. 
At 
least for several y ears. 
And as m atters stand today , he is a 
bigger man in the public's ey e than 
any Governor in the United States, 
save 
possibly 
Governor Hughes, of 
New York . 
Congressman Watson, in 
efficiently serving as chairm an of the 
Way s and Means committee, the most 
im portant and by far the most^coveted 
position, aside from Speak er of the 
House in the lower house, and in the 
service be is rendering his country 
and his party as “ Whip of the House” 
is worth more than three Governors 
to the nation. 
In Congress the ey es of the world 
are on many moves which he engi- 
•neers or*play s a prominent part in . as 
Governor of Indiana people in Painted 
Post, N. D ., or Oak osh, W’is., and 
other seaports . would hardly k now he 
was on earth. 
At any rate we can rest assured that 
Watson is to begone of the foremost 
statesmen of the country , if he is not 
already conceded that place now. 
“ A few y ears ago.” said a dose 
friend of Watson the other day , and 
he m eant the criticism k indly , “ W at­ 
son was a politician, but rodav he is 
a statesman. 
When “ Uncle Joe” Canon was ask ed 
by the staff representative of a New 
York City paper, who in his jud g­ 
ment was the foremost man in Con­ 
gress. w ithout a m oment’s hesitation 
replied : 
“ Why , Jim 
Watson 
of Indiana 
H e’s not only the greatest law mak er 
in (’ongress now, but he is one of the 
greatest I have ever k nown. ”

come to Anderson to get in line for 
Congressman Jim and Judge McClure, 
as Governor H anly ‘g rig*ht hand man 
in Madison conntv, is proceeding to 
expatiate ni>on the availibilities of the 
Rushville statesman.
